Agricultural  Chemicals 

RECOMMENDED  SAFETY  MEASURES 

THE  Ministry  of  Agriculture  has  issued  "  Recommendations  for  safe  use 
in  Great  Britain  "  of  MCPA  (4-chloro-2-methyl  phenoxyacetic  acid),  a 
selective  translocated  herbicide  used  for  the  control  of  weeds  in  flax, 
cereals,  asparagus,  grass  seed  crops,  lawns,  linseed  and  sports  turf. 
The  advisory  committee  considers  that 


the  compound  or  its  salts  need  not  be 
included  in  the  Agriculture  (Poisonous 
Substances)  Regulations.  Their  use 
should  not  present  a  hazard  to  opera- 
tors provided  they  observe  the  following 
precautions,  which  should  appear  on 
the  label : 

WASH  SPLASHES  from  skin  or  eyes  immedi- 
ately. 

WASH  HANDS  AND  EXPOSED  SKIN 
before  meals  and  after  work. 

The  use  of  MCPA  as  a  pre-sowing. 
pre-planting,  or  post-emergence  herbi- 
cide on  any  edible  crop  should  not 
present  a  hazard  to  consumers,  and  is 
unlikely  to  be  harmful  to  animals, 
birds  and  bees.  As  a  general  precau- 
tionary measure  the  following  advice, 
which  should  appear  on  the  label, 
should  be  observ  ed : 

KEEP  LIVESTOCK  out  of  treated  areas  for 
at  least  two  weeks  if  poisonous  weeds,  such 
as  ragwort,  are  present. 

HARMFUL  TO  WATER  SUPPLIES  AND 
FISH.  Do  not  contaminate  ponds  and  water- 
ways with  chemical  or  used  container. 

STORE  TIGHTLY  CLOSED  in  a  safe  place. 

WASH  OUT  CONTAINER  THOROUGHLY 
and  dispose  of  safely. 

There  is  also  a  reminder  that  cereal 
seed  treated  with  dressings  containing 
aldrin,  dieldrin  or  heptachlor  can  be 
dangerous  to  wild  life,  and  should  not 
be  used  on  spring-sown  cereals  or  at 
any  other  time  except  on  winter  sown 
wheat  (up  to  the  end  of  December) 
and  then  only  where  there  is  a  danger 
of  attack  from  wheat  bulb  fly.  Treated 
seed  should  not  be  fed  to  animals,  poul- 
try, or  wild  birds  or  left  where  they 
can  get  at  it. 

Samples  Below  Standard 

BIRMINGHAM  ANALYST'S  REPORT 

SOME  retail  pharmacists'  stock  lines 
submitted  to  food  and  drugs  sampling 
officers  in  Birmingham  for  analysis  dur- 
ing the  third  quarter  of  1961  are 
reported  by  the  city  analyst  to  have 
been  found  substandard.  Three  samples 
of  Seidlitz  powder  of  a  single  firm's 
manufacture  but  taken  from  three  dif- 
ferent shops  were  all  found  deficient 
in  tartaric  acid.  The  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  requires  the  "  white  " 
papers  to  contain  2-25-2-75  gm.  of  the 


acid,  but  amounts  found  in  the  speci- 
mens concerned  were  1-97  and  1-95, 
1-65  and  1-80,  1-89  and  1-64  gm.  re- 
spectively. The  manufacturer  stated 
that  the  powders  had  been  packed  by 
automatic  weighing.  Frequent  check 
weighing  was  used  to  ensure  that  the 
machines  delivered  correctly.  The  re- 
port comments  :  "  There  was  no  doubt 
that  an  occasion  had  arisen  when  there 
was  a  failure  both  of  the  machine  and 
the  human  element  and  that  check 
weighing  had  not  been  accurately  car- 
ried out."  All  faulty  stocks  had  been 
recalled.  A  sample  of  Parrish's  chemi- 
cal food  tested  contained  only  0-33  per 
cent,  of  iron  (against  0-40-0-45  per  cent, 
in  the  B.P.C.),  the  remainder  being  in 
the  form  of  a  sediment  at  the  bottom 
of  the  bottle.  The  sediment,  states  the 
report,  normally  consists  of  a  basic 
ferric  phosphate  which  is  not  absorbed 
by  the  system  and  is  therefore  thera- 
peutically inactive.  All  stocks  of  the 
offending  article  had  been  returned  to 
the  manufacturers.  A  sample  of  sul- 
phur ointment  which,  according  to  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  should  contain 
9-5-10-5  per  cent,  of  sulphur,  was  found 
to  contain  only  7-9  per  cent.  All  stocks 


of  the  ointment  had  since  been  returned 
to  the  suppliers  for  investigation.  Two 
samples  of  drugs  believed  to  be  several 
years  old  were  examined  for  potency. 
One  sample  was  of  a  10  per  cent,  solu- 
tion of  vitamin  C  in  propylene  glycol. 
8-8  per  cent,  was  still  present  but  the 
solution  was  brown  and  had  developed 
a  fruity  odour.  The  other  sample  con- 
sisted of  tablets  of  a  proprietary  ferric 
iron  salt :  they  had  retained  their  physi- 
cal appearance  (i.e.,  they  were  firm, 
shiny  and  not  discoloured),  but  had 
developed  a  strong  meaty  odour. 
"  Neither  sample  could  be  described  as 
entirely  satisfactory."  An  emulsion  for 
the  treatment  of  hair  pests  was  ex- 
amined for  compliance  with  its  stated 
formula,  namely  2  per  cent,  of  DDT  and 
15  per  cent,  of  hydrocarbon  oils:  2-4 
per  cent,  of  the  former  ingredient  and 
14  per  cent,  of  the  latter  were  found, 
indicating  that  the  sample  was  chemi- 
cally satisfactory. 

Nielsen  Drug  Index 

TURNOVER  UP  7  PER  CENT. 

THE  average  weekly  turnover  obtained 
in  retail  pharmacies  during  a  four-week 
period  in  September-October  1961,  was 
£5,024,000  an  increase  of  7-1  per  cent, 
over  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
previous  year,  states  the  Nielsen  Drug 
Index  Retailer  Report.  National  Health 
Service  receipts  during  the  same  period, 
although  higher  than  the  correspond- 
ing period  of  the  previous  year,  were 
nevertheless  lower  as  a  percentage  of 
total  retail  pharmacists'  turnover,  at 
24-6  per  cent,  for  multiples  and  33-8 
per  cent,  for  independents.  The  average 
weekly  cash  sales  in  retail  pharmacy

dents £300;  medium  independents 
£166;  small  independents  £90.  Com- 
pared with  the  corresponding  figures 
for  1960,  the  increased  percentage 
changes  were: — Multiples  8-8;  all  in- 
dependents 7-7.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
multiple  pharmacies  obtained  37-8  per 
cent,  of  the  total  turnover  during  the 
period,  whilst  large,  medium,  and  small 
independents  obtained  26-0,  19-9  and 
16-3  per  cent,  respectively.  The  aver- 
age weekly  National  Health  Service 
payments  per  shop  were: — Large  inde- 
pendents £156;  multiples  £124;  medium 
independents  £99;  small  independents 
£56.  During  September  1961  indepen- 
dent pharmacies  dispensed  67-6  per 
cent,  of  the  National  Health  Service 
prescriptions  (an  average  of  944  per 
shop  per  month),  whilst  the  multiple 
pharmacies  dispensed  32-4  per  cent,  (an 
average  of  1,382  per  shop  per  month). 
National  Health  Service  payments 
amounted  to  24-6  per  cent,  of  the  total 
turnover  in  multiple  pharmacies  and 
33-8  per  cent,  in  independents.

1961  Distribution  Census 

FIRST  FULL  ANALYSIS  SINCE  1950 

HALF  a  million  shopkeepers  have  just 
been  sent  forms  for  the  Census  of  Dis- 
tribution covering  trade  in  1961.  The 
Board  of  Trade  states  that  returns 
should  preferably  be  made  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1961,  even  where  that  is  not 
a  firm's  business  year;  but  if  that  is 
difficult  and  an  estimate  for  the  calen- 
dar year  1961  cannot  be  made,  a  busi- 
ness year  ending  not  later  than  April  5, 
1962,  may  be  used.  The  form  should  be 
completed  and  returned  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  the  end  of  the  business  year. 
The  Census  of  Distribution  for  1961 
will  provide  a  full  analysis  of  retail 


business  for  the  first  time  since  the  Cen- 
sus for  1950,  which  was  the  first  to  be 
taken  in  the  United  Kingdom.  All 
traders  are  being  asked  to  give  a  de- 
scription of  their  business,  and  to  state 
their  total  turnover,  the  number  of 
persons  working  in  the  business,  and 
whether  certain  goods  were  sold. 

Population  Estimates 

LOCAL  FIGURES  AND  TRENDS 

TO  assist  manufacturers,  distributors, 
market-research  organisations,  local 
councils  and  other  administrative 
authorities  the  Registrar  General  has 
published  estimates  of  the  population 
of  counties,  boroughs,  and  urban  and 
rural  districts  in  England  and  Wales  at 
June  30,  1961  (H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
price  Is.  6d.)  The  home  population  at 
that  date  is  estimated  at  46,166,000,  an 
increase  of  411,000  over  the  figure  for 
mid- 1960.  Local  figures  indicate  a  con- 
tinued movement  of  population  south- 
wards; an  expansion  in  areas  of  the 
midlands,  and  in  some  southern  areas. 

Exchange  Fellowships 

ANGLO-SWEDISH  ARRANGEMENT 

THE  Wellcome  Trustees  have  entered 
into  an  arrangement  with  the  Medical 
Research  Council  of  Sweden  for  the 
establishment  of  a  system  of  exchange 
fellowships  under  which  one  British  re- 
search worker  (or  research  trainee)  in 
any  branch  of  the  natural  sciences  bear- 
ing upon  human  or  animal  medicine, 
will  be  sent  annually  to  work  for  one 
year  at  a  research  centre  in  Sweden, 
and  one  Swedish  research  worker  within 
the  same  range  of  disciplines,  will  be 
supported  at  a  centre  within  the  United 
Kingdom  for  a  similar  period.  The  fel- 
lowships will  include  stipends  ranging 
from  £1.000  to  £2,000  a  year. 

Import  Duty 

LIST  OF  EXEMPTED  CHEMICALS 

THE  Import  Duties  (Temporary  Ex- 
emptions) (No.  9)  Order,  1961,  effective 
from  January  1,  lists  all  goods  (mainly 
chemicals)  temporarily  exempt  from  im- 
port duty  on  January  1,  1962.  In  most 
cases,  the  goods  are  exempted  from  im- 
port duty  until  January  1,  1963,  unless 
some  other  date  is  specified  in  the 
Order.  The  Order,  which  is  published 
as  Statutory  Instruments  1961,  No. 
2398.  also  provides  for  certain  new  tem- 
porary exemptions  and  extends  the 
period  of  exemption  by  another  year 
for  a  number  of  others. 

SCOTTISH  NEWS 
Chemotherapy  in  Review 

DANGER  OF  POLITICAL  PRESSURE 

PROGRESS  made  during  the  past 
thirty  years  in  providing  drugs  for  the 
control  of  the  great  majority  of  bac- 
terial and  viral  infections  was  outlined 
in  Glasgow  on  November  28,  1961,  by 
Dr.  John  B.  Stenlake  (professor  of  phar- 
macy), in  his  inaugural  lecture  at  the 
Royal  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology. The  developments,  he  said,  de- 
rived from  any  sources  and  from  the 
work  of  many  scientists  and  many  insti- 


tutions but  the  credit  for  its  organisa- 
tion must  go  to  the  world's  pharmaceu- 
tical industries,  including  Britain's.  The 
cost  of  success  was  high,  and  was  bound 
to  increase  as  the  more  complex  prob- 
lems were  tackled.  Public  memory 
seemed  to  be  short,  and  the  days  when 
people  lived,  and  often  died  all  too 
soon,  without  the  benefit  of  pharmaceu- 
tical progress  were  already  forgotten 
by  some  who  now  sought  to  bring 
political  and  public  pressure  to  circum- 
scribe the  fortunes  of  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal profession  and  industry.  The  poten- 
tial for  new  types  of  therapy  was  great, 
and  it  would  be  foolish  and  uneconomic 
to  halt  or  even  slow  the  progress  of  an 
industry  that  was  capable  of  revolu- 
tionising man's  existence. 

Drug  Tariff,  Scotland 

REVISION  OF  PRICES 

THE  prices  of  a  number  of  injection 
products  in  the  Drug  Tariff,  Scotland, 
have  been  revised  as  from  January  1, 
as  have  the  prices  for  benzoin,  B.P., 
papaverine  hydrochloride,  B.P.,  and 
compound  syrup  of  figs,  B.P.C.  "  Band- 
ages, cotton,  conforming,  two-way 
stretch,  self  binding  "  are  added  to  the 
Tariff  in  2,  3,  4  and  6  in.  widths.  New 
prices  are  given  for  cotton  elastic  band- 
ages, B.P.C.

Pharmacy  Qualifications 

I.M.A.  WELCOME  NEW  REGULATIONS 

THE  Irish  Medical  Association  has  wel- 
comed the  recently  introduced  qualifi- 
cation measures  for  pharmaceutical 
chemists  in  Ireland,  which  call  for  the 
taking  of  a  university  degree.  The  first 
students  are  now  attending  courses  in 
University  College,  Dublin.  "  Many  of 
the  defects  of  the  Irish  drug  industry 
are  due  to  the  shortage  of  highly-trained 
scientific  personnel  in  Irish  factories," 
the  Association  stated.  "  Our  drug 
manufacturers  may  be  fighting  for  their 
lives  within  the  Common  Market  be- 
fore the  present  pre-pharmacy  students 
receive  desirable  degrees,  based  on  re- 
search. Hospital  pharmacies  are  in 
great  need  of  reorganisation  with  the 
ever  increasing  output  of  potent  drugs. 
It  is  not  good  enough  to  leave  such 
pharmacies  in  the  hands  of  medical 
personnel."

Ulster  Associates 

MONTHLY  COMMITTEE  MEETING 

THE  December  1961  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociates' Committee  of  the  Ulster  Chem- 
ists' Association  was  held  in  Belfast,  on 
December  11,  Mr.  J.  H.  Galbraith 
(chairman)  presiding.  A  report  of  the 
social  subcommittee  meeting  held  on 
November  27,  1961,  was  received  which 
set  out  various  arrangements  for  the  an- 
nual dinner  and  dance  to  be  held  on 
Marchl ,  1 962.  It  was  unanimously  agreed 
to  co-opt  Mr.  D.  B.  Harper  to  the  social 
subcommittee,  and  that  Mr.  R.  J. 
Davidson  should  be  appointed  as  the 
Associates'  representative  on  the  C.  W. 
Young  Scholarship  Fund  Committee. 
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NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

To  help  clear  farmland  of  increasing 
rat  infestation,  St.  Ives,  Huntingdons, 
rural  council,  is  offering  rat  poison  free 
of  charge  to  townspeople  and  farmers. 

A  fire  at  the  Stafford  Road,  London, 
W.3,  factory  of  Lincoln  Chemicals, 
Ltd.,  on  Boxing  Day,  1961,  des- 
troyed the  roof  and  part  of  one  wall. 

A  working  liaison  in  cancer  research 
has  been  established  between  the  Marie 
Curie  Memorial  Foundation's  new  unit 
at  Caterham,  Surrey,  and  research 
organisations  in  the  United  States. 

An  inquiry  into  current  methods  of 
recruitment,  training  and  promotion  of 
administrative  and  clerical  staffs  in  the 
hospital  service  is  to  be  set  up  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  (Mr.  Enoch  Powell). 

Burst  pipes  over  the  Christmas  holi- 
day, 1961,  at  the  Loughborough  factory 
of  Genatosan,  Ltd.,  resulted  in  about 
fifty  women  workers  having  to  be  sent 
home  on  the  morning  on  which  they 
reported  back  for  work  after  the  holi- 
day. 

Experimental  tests  of  transatlantic 
communications  via  satellites  are  to 
take  place  during  1962.  The  Post  Office 
is  providing  a  ground  station  at  Goon- 
hilly  Downs  in  Cornwall  at  an  estima- 
ted cost  of  £600,000. 

Among  courses  planned  by  Ashridge 
College,  Berkhamsted,  Herts,  is  one  de- 
signed for  managers  in  retail  business. 
It  aims  to  increase  the  efficiency  and 
profitability  in  retailing,  and  the  skills 
and  effectiveness,  of  the  manager.  The 
course  begins  on  February  26  and  lasts 
a  week. 

Wage  negotiations  for  60,000  chemi- 
cal workers  were  reported  to  have 
reached  deadlock  on  December  20, 
1961,  after  a  four-hour  meeting  of  the 
Chemical  and  Allied  Industries  Joint 
Industrial  Council  in  London.  The 
next  meeting,  under  an  independent 
chairman,  is  being  held  on  January  25. 

The  Chemical  Works  Ambulance 
(Amendment)  Regulations,  1961  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  threepence), 
which  come  into  force  on  January  19, 
impose  a  requirement  that  a  respon- 
sible person  shall  always  be  readily 
available  during  working  hours  to  sum- 
mon an  ambulance  or  other  means  of 
transport  if  needed  in  cases  of  accident 
or  illness. 

The  Plastics  and  Polymer  Group  of 
the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  has 
decided  to  institute  an  annual  award  of 
£50  for  a  paper  on  any  aspect  of  the 
science  of  synthetic  macromolecules. 
The  competition  is  confined  to  British 
subjects  and  to  members  of  the  Society 
whether  British  subjects  or  not,  under 
thirty  years  of  age.  Entries  (which  must 
be  in  English)  must  be  submitted  by 
March  31.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Tranquillisers  for  hippopotami 

Hippopotami  do  not  readily  elicit  human  solicitude,  even  behind  bars. 
Although  Mr.  T.  S.  Eliot  was  once  prompted  to  write: 

The  broad-backed  hippopotamus 
Rests  on  his  belly  in  the  mud; 
Although  he  seems  so  firm  to  us 
He  is  merely  flesh  and  blood. 
Flesh  and  blood  is  -weak  and  frail, 
Susceptible  to  nervous  shock.  .  .  . 

and  although  Messrs.  Flanders  and  Swann  (the  song  writers)  have  affec- 
tionately devoted  a  ditty  to  the  animal's  courtship  ritual,  it  is  to  be 
doubted  whether  the  experience  of  those  literary  gentlemen  was  at  first 
hand.  Others  may  now  be  gaining  such  direct  experience,  for  Fifi,  a 
hippopotamus  who  resides  at  Whipsnade  Zoo  is,  it  seems,  particularly 
susceptible  to  nervous  shock.  Her  affecting  story  was  told  in  the  December 
23,  1961,  issue  of  the  British  Medical  Journal.  According  to  the  article, 
wild  animals,  like  human  mothers,  sometimes  become  temperamental  dur- 
ing pregnancy,  and  when  Fifi's  case-history  opens  she  was  not  only  preg- 
nant but  violently  aggressive.  In  a  fit  of  "  maternal  confusion  "  she  savaged 
her  mate  Neville  so  severely  that  he  died.  "  At  this  stage  "  the  article  states, 
"  tranquillisation  .  .  .  became  a  necessity."  Promazine  hydrochloride  was 
selected  as  being  suitable  though,  as  the  veterinary  officer  to  the  Zoological 
Society  (Mr.  O.  Graham-Jones)  pointed  out,  "  there  is  little  literature 
referring  to  the  oral  dosage  rate  of  such  a  drug  for  a  hippopotamus." 
Unfortunately  nobody  could  approach  Fifi  to  give  her  an  ordinary  injec- 
tion and  projectile  syringes  were  ruled  out  because  of  the  noise  of  the 
gun,  so  oral  administration  seemed  the  only  way  out.  As  Fifi  weighed 
about  5,000  lb.,  a  daily  dose  of  10-15  gm.  (about  fifty  times  the  human 
dose)  was  mixed  with  her  evening  meal.  The  article  goes  on :  "  She  readily 
ate  up  her  medicated  suppers,  and  the  immediate  effect  was  that  she 
allowed  Neville's  body  to  be  removed  without  protest.  The  birth  of  her 
infant  brought  on  another  display  of  aggression,  but  an  increase  in  the 
dose  of  promazine  hydrochloride  counteracted  this,  and  she  reared  her 
calf  without  becoming  noticeably  jumpy.  The  happy  ending  of  the  story  is 
that  Fifi's  entry  into  the  outside  paddock  was  uneventful,  and  both  she 
and  her  infant  took  to  water  quite  quietly."  Perhaps  now  the  manufac- 
turers of  promazine  will  consider  preparing  a  posology  table  for  animals 
of  all  sorts.  Who  would  like  to  be  caught  helpless  to  deal  with  a  tempera- 
mental tigress,  for  example  ? 

Dead  stock  again 

Whenever  I  "  talk  shop  "  with  a  fellow  pharmacist  for  more  than  the 
briefest  of  conversations,  the  hoary  yet  heating  subject  of  mounting  "  dead 
stock  "  inevitably  crops  up.  The  bewildering  spate  of  new  medicaments  (or, 
as  likely  as  not,  of  old  medicaments  in  new  bottles)  confronts  the  proprie- 
tor pharmacist  daily  in  his  pharmacy,  and  he  recalls  dolefully  that 
"  entirely  new  concept  "  or  "  major  break  through  "  that  was  expounded 
to  him  before  he  made  the  purchase.  It  may  be  the  listening  colleague 
does  little  more  than  give  a  wry  lift  to  his  eyebrow,  but  his  apparently 
mild  and  sceptical  attitude  conceals  an  equally  deep  concern.  As  he 
passes  a  dubious  eye  over  his  groaning  shelves  of  "  ethicals,"  he  may  be 
pardoned  his  tiny  (but  honest)  doubt  as  to  the  unique,  unprecedented  and 
indispensable  nature  of  the  products  on  his  shelves.  I  was  in  much  that 
state  of  mind  when  I  read  the  remarks  of  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health  (Dr.  G.  E.  Godber)  in  his  annual  report  (p.  698)  and 
the  critical  comments  on  some  proprietary  medicines  in  the  December  1961 
issue  of  the  Prescribers'  Journal  (p.  705).  However,  the  statement  that  the 
use  of  potassium  perchlorate  tablets  in  the  treatment  of  thyrotoxicosis 
and  the  "  new  standard  analgesic  soluble  compound  codeine  tablets " 
were  "  reminders  that  some  comparatively  simple  formulations  are  still 
effective  therapeutic  agents "  did  at  least  give  me  a  degree  of  quiet 
reactionary  comfort.

PERSONALITIES 

DR.  THOMAS  DEWAR,  F.P.S.,  has 
been  appointed  chairman  of  the  inde- 
pendent committee  that  is  to  inquire 
into  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the 
administration  to  twelve  patients  at  the 
South  Devon  and  East  Cornwall  hos- 
pital, Plymouth,  of  overdoses  of  super- 
ficial x-rays  between  November  20  and 
28,  1961.  Dr.  Dewar  is  a  practising  bar- 
rister on  the  Western  Circuit  and  an 
examiner  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

Although  of  slim, 
athletic  build,  he  professed  little  inter- 
est in  sport  (other  than  motor  cycle 
and  car  racing)  but,  even  there,  he  was 
able  to  hold  his  own  in  discussion.  In 
his  work  as  a  copywriter  he  was  meti- 
culously accurate,  his  creed  being  that 
truth  is  the  best  form  of  advertising. 
His  encyclopaedic  knowledge  of  phar- 
macy and  chemistry  was  always  avail- 
able to  his  colleagues,  and,  like  all  busy 
men,  he  seemed  to  have  plenty  of  time 
to  help  others.  Everyone  who  knew 
him  will  wish  to  extend  the  deepest 
sympathy  to  Mrs.  Lothian  at  this  time. 
Her  husband's  long  illness  would  have 
become  unbearable  but  for  the  help 
which  she  unstintingly  gave  to  him.

IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


During  an  adjournment  debate  on 
December  19,  1961,  Mr.  Leslie  Hale 
referred  to  problems  of  onchocerciasis 
and  trypanosomiasis  in  various  parts  of 
the  Commonwealth.  He  felt  that  not 
enough  research  was  being  done  to 
solve  a  "most  moving  human  problem." 
Mr.  Dennis  Vosper  (Secretary  for 
Technical  Co-operation)  after  stating 
that  during  1960-61  £76,000  was  spent 
on  trypanosomiasis  by  Colonial  De- 
velopment and  Welfare  funds,  said  that 
trypanosomiasis  could  be  controlled 
and  cured.  In  animal  trypanosomiasis 
not  the  same  progress  had  been  made, 
but  spraying  techniques  had  been  de- 
veloped to  assist  in  clearing  areas  from 
the  tsetse  fly  and  in  the  maintenance 
of  fly-free  areas,  and  those  techniques 
were  being  applied  in  large  areas  of 
East,  Central  and  West  Africa.  Oncho- 
cerciasis had  been  practically  eliminated 
in  Kenya.  In  Tanganyika  it  had  been 
curbed  and  in  Uganda  reduced.  The 
position  in  West  Africa  was  not  so 
happy.  As  with  all  research  there  was 
no  limit  to  what  could  be  done,  but  it 
was  not  entirely  true  to  say  that  more 
finance  would  necessarily  provide  a 
solution  to  the  problem.  The  problem 
now  rested  with  the  West  African  Gov- 
ernments, but  the  U.K.  would  assist. 
The  House  adjourned  before  Mr.  Vos- 
per had  completed  his  speech. 


I.C.I./Courtaulds  Proposed  Merger 

In  the  House  of  Lords  on  December 
20,  1961,  Lord  Shepherd  asked  if  the 
Government  would  refer  the  proposed 
merger  of  Imperial  Chemical  Industries, 
Ltd.,  and  Courtaulds,  Ltd.,  to  the 
Monopolies  Commission.  Viscount 
Hailsham  said  there  could  be  no  ques- 
tion, under  any  existing  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, of  referring  the  desirability  of  the 
purchase  of  shares  to  the  Monopolies 
Commission  or  to  any  other  existing 
body. 

Sodium  Chlorate 

Mr.  J.  P.  W.  Mallalieu  asked  the 
Home  Secretary  if  he  was  aware  that 
sodium  chlorate  could  easily  be  made 
into  a  dangerous  explosive,  and  that  it 
had  caused  serious  accidents,  and  if  he 
would  introduce  legislation  to  prevent 
its  sale  to  children.  Mr.  D.  Renton 
(Under-Secretary  of  State,  Home  De- 
partment) in  a  written  reply  on  Decem- 
ber 21,  1961,  said  the  Home  Secretary 
was  consulting  the  distributors  of  the 
substance  with  a  view  to  finding  the 
most  practicable  method  of  preventing 
its  falling  into  the  hands  of  young 
people. 

Parliament  adjourned  for  the  Christ- 
mas recess  on  December  22,  1961,  until 
January  23.

Professional  Fees 

Sir,— Now  that  we  have  won  the 
right  to  a  "  professional  fee  "  I  feel  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  now 
press  for  this  fee  to  be  paid  direct  to 
the  professional  man  responsible  for  the 
dispensing.  Once  this  has  been  estab- 
lished, the  Society  would  be  able  by  its 
charter  to  be  our  negotiators  for  all 
pharmacists  so  far  as  the  fee  is  con- 
cerned, and  unity  would  be  ours  at  last. 
They  could  also  lay  down  a  scale  of 
fees  for  private  dispensing  which  would 
also  be  the  property  of  the  pharmacist 
no  matter  what  position  he  held.  The 
business  firms  concerned  would  then 
be  able  to  negotiate  separately,  under 
the  Contractors  Committee,  for  profit 
margins  for  the  drugs  used  in  dispens- 
ing. I  estimate  that  a  pharmacist  can 
reasonably  handle  personally  1,000  pre- 
scriptions per  month,  for  which  he 
would  be  paid  at  the  present  rate  £75. 
He  could  also  earn  extra  by  acting  as 
manager  for  the  business  to  which  he  is 
attached.  If  the  volume  of  dispensing 
warranted  extra  help  in  the  dispensary, 
that  could  be  paid  for  out  of  his  extra 
fees.  I  would  like  to  hear  personally 
from     interested     pharmacists  what 


measure  of  support  they  would  be  will- 
ing to  give  to  this  idea,  and  also  what 
position  they  now  hold  within  the 
Health  Service.  I  am,  myself,  a  proprie- 
tor pharmacist  with  one  shop.

Avoiding  the  "  Hardest  Blow  " 

Sir, — My  Committee  have  given 
serious  consideration  to  the  position 
which  has  arisen  following  the  imposi- 
tion of  the  sliding  scale  of  remunera- 
tion. Whilst  this  is  bound  to  hurt  all 
our  contractors,  it  is  obvious  that  those 
who  have  given  the  most  service  to  the 
public  are  taking  the  hardest  blow.  It 
has  occurred  to  my  Committee  that,  in 
many  cases,  those  larger  dispensing 
businesses  have  developed  a  reason- 
able turnover  in  surgical  appliances, 


such  as  trusses  and  hosiery.  Those  are 
items  which  require  more  than  the 
usual  amount  of  personal  attention;  the 
reduction  in  oncost  from  25  per  cent, 
to  12^  per  cent,  will  make  some  of 
those  transactions  of  doubtful  remun- 
erative value  and  others  unremunera- 
tive.  My  Committee  therefore  suggest 
that  those  contractors  who  handle  a 
reasonable  amount  of  appliances  should 
make  application  to  the  Executive 
Council  for  a  separate  contract  for 
appliances,  in  order  that  that  part  of 
their  business  should  still  carry  25  per 
cent,  oncost.  The  Ministry  confirmed 
some  years  ago  to  all  Executive  Councils 
that  a  separate  contract  for  appliances 
was  permissible.  Prescriptions  ordering 
other  items  in  the  dressings  and  appli- 
ances section  of  the  Drug  Tariff  (but 
not  drugs)  could  also  be  included  in 
that  separate  parcel  for  pricing.

Both 
models  take  maximum  advantage  of 
the  fast  Polaroid  3000  speed  film  by 
using  a  normal  operating  aperture  of 
f/32  to  provide  a  large  depth  of  field. 
Subjects  between  4|  ft.  and  infinity  are 
sharply  defined,  and  by  using  the  close- 
up  setting  pictures  may  be  taken  from 
a  distance  of  30  in.  An  electric  eye 
automatically  controls  exposure  by  call- 
ing for  shutter  speeds  from  1/ 1000th 
sec.  in  brightest  sunshine  to  l/15th  sec. 
in  dim  light.  Another  feature  of  the  new 
cameras  is  a  "  low  light  level "  indica- 
tor which  signals  when  flash  is  needed. 
This  flash  is  produced  by  a  tiny  built-in 
flash-gun.

Late  But  Worth  Waiting  For 

Alibis  in  plenty  could  be  found  for  the  lateness  of 
arrival  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary  and  Year- 
book to  many  subscribers.  We  might  blame  it  on  the 
year-end  weather  conditions  or  the  postal  workers' 
"  work-to-rule  "  procedures.  In  reality,  candour  compels 
us  to  confess  that  there  would  have  been  a  general  late 
arrival  even  without  those  unforeseen  eventualities,  and 
we  hasten  to  express  our  regrets  to  subscribers  and  to 
forestall  further  agitated  telephone  calls  demanding  an 
explanation. 

To  explain,  unfortunately,  is  more  difficult  than  to 
apologise,  for  the  cause  was  not  one  major  setback  but 
a  series  of  lesser  hold-ups  at  various  stages  of  the  print- 
ing and  bookbinding  operations.  Over  the  timing  of 
those  procedures  we  were  not,  as  editors  and  publishers, 
in  detailed  control,  though  we  hope  that  action  taken 
on  this  occasion  will  prevent  similar  delays  in  future 
years. 

As  to  the  literary  contents  of  the  1962  Year-book, 
first  mention  must  go  to  a  five-page  Table  of  Antihist- 
amines, which  provides  in  a  most  readily  available  form 
the  information  that  pharmacists  require  about  that 
important  class  of  therapeutic  substances — their  official 
and  trade  names,  manufacturers,  presentations,  an'd  des- 
criptive notes  signposting  the  differences  between  them. 

"  Greater  Profit  at  Less  Risk,"  an  article  first  pub- 
lished in  the  C.  &  D.,  has  been  given  the  reference-book 
status  we  think  it  deserves.  Council  statements  issued  to 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  during  the 
twelve  months  since  the  1961  Year-book  went  to  press 
have  been  given.  Space  was  not  available  to  reprint  the 
full  codified  series  of  statements  published  last  year,  and 
it  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  the  1961  edition  should  be 
retained  for  reference  when  required. 

Another  useful  reference  feature  of  the  new  edition  is 
the  summarised  memorandum,  jointly  issued  by  the 
Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry,  Pro- 
prietary Association  of  Great  Britain  and  Association  of 
Public  Analysts,  on  the  Labelling  of  Medicinal  Sub- 
stances. The  statement  makes  nine  recommendations 
and  gives  definitions  of  over  forty  types  of  pharmaceu- 
tical presentation  of  medicaments. 

To  the  list  of  special  serum  products  centres  is  now 
added  a  list  of  yellow-fever  vaccine  centres  that  will  en- 
able the  pharmacist  to  give  guidance  to  his  customers, 
in  these  days  of  greater  foreign  travel,  on  how  they  may 
set  about  complying  with  one  of  the  essential  prerequis- 
ites for  admission  to  many  foreign  countries. 


Also  included  for  the  first  time  is  a  table  of  prepara- 
tions subject  to  Part  II  of  the  Therapeutic  Substances 
Act,  1956. 

For  the  rest  the  directory  features  and  the  legal,  tech- 
nical, educational  and  salaries  information,  have  been 
given  their  annual  revision,  so  that  we  may  vouch  for 
their  accuracy  at  the  time  they  went  to  press.  It  is  neces- 
sary to  underline  that  proviso  because  the  Treasury,  not 
for  the  first  time,  has  in  the  months  since  copy  was  put 
in  the  hands  of  the  printers  seen  fit  to  render  some  of  the 
purchase-tax  information  incomplete  before  the  Diary 
was  even  published.  For  those  subscribers  who  would 
like  to  have  ready  access  to  the  details  of  the  changes, 
our  suggestion  is  that  they  should  cut  out  p.  648  from 
the  C.  &  D.,  December  16,  1961,  and  insert  the  page 
between  p.  298  and  p.  299  of  the  Year-book. 

The  Trade  Directory  and  Buyers'  Guide  sections  con- 
tinue to  be  unrivalled  as  sources  of  information  on  sup- 
pliers of  drugs,  chemicals  and  sundries  and  on  the 
makers  of  trade-named  pharmaceutical  specialities.  No 
such  list,  comprehensive  though  it  is,  can  find  the 
answer  in  every  situation,  so  it  is  timely  to  give  a  re- 
minder that  the  Buyers'  Guide  is  supplemented  by  the 
Information  Department  of  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist, which  is  at  the  disposal  of  subscribers  either 
through  the  post  or  by  telephone  (Central  6565).  It  is 
assumed  that  the  Year-book  advertisement  pages,  them- 
selves a  mine  of  information  as  well  as  of  attractive  and 
colourful  presentation,  will  first  have  been  surveyed  by 
the  inquirer. 

If  it  is  not  in  mortals  to  command  any  more  success 
in  1962  than  in  any  other  year,  at  least  we  take  satis- 
faction in  having  provided  some  of  the  wherewithal 
upon  which  the  successful  running  of  a  pharmaceutical 
business,  or  even  of  a  hospital  pharmaceutical  depart- 
ment, depends,  and  we  wish  every  reader  the  success  he 
or  she  will  deserve  from  using  fully  the  facilities 
provided. 

Overseas  Trade  in  November  1961 

At  £4-1  millions  the  value  of  drugs,  medicines  and 
medicinal  preparations  exported  from  the  United  King- 
dom in  November  1961  differed  little  from  values  for 
other  recent  months.  Against  the  comparable  period  of 
1960  the  total  for  the  eleven  months  was,  at  £44-6  mil- 
lions, 10  per  cent,  higher,  though  in  making  the  com- 
parison one  has  to  make  allowance  for  the  fact  that 
the  1960  figures  were  distorted  by  a  long  dock  strike. 

Shipments  to  Australia  continued  their  downward 
trend  in  November  and  at  £321,000  (against  £415,000

in  November  1960)  were  about  £20,000  below  the 
value  taken  by  Nigeria.  The  United  States,  with  pur- 
chases valued  at  £235,000,  was  the  third  largest  custo- 
mer, followed  by  Canada  (£214,000)  and  the  Irish 
Republic  (£205,000).  Exports  to  France,  at  £149,000, 
showed  a  remarkable  advance  during  the  month.  Apart 
from  Belgium,  however,  purchases  by  the  remaining 
Common  Market  countries  did  not  reach  the  values  of 
the  previous  November.  The  Scandinavian  markets 
showed  useful  gains. 

Imports  of  prepared  medicines  were  valued  at 
£454,000  of  which  £136,000  was  accounted  for  by  anti- 
biotics.

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HOSPITAL    PHARMACY  FORUM 

LONG  AND  TEDIOUS  ARITHMETIC 


AT  the  beginning  of  a  new  year  it  is  a  normal  reaction 
to  look  back  over  the  one  that  has  gone  and  to  try  to 
discern  the  trend  of  events  for  the  future.  It  would 
require  strongly  tinted  spectacles  to  discern  any  rosy  traits 
in  the  field  of  hospital  pharmacy  in  1961.  The  year  has 
been  fallow,  and  we  must  hope  for  much  better  things 
in  1962. 

The  most  depressing  feature  is  the  continued  failure  of 
recruitment,  and  especially  the  recruitment  of  men.  It  might 
have  been  hoped  that,  with  the  cessation  of  the  call-up  for 
military  service,  some  of  the  younger  pharmacists  might 
have  turned  to  the  hospital  service.  Probably  a  few  have 
done  so,  but  there  is  still  insufficient  evidence  of  recruitment 
to  ease  the  perpetual  difficulty  of  finding  staff.  The  locum 
is  still  a  permanent  feature  of  too  many  hospitals.  In  the 
larger  hospitals  the  rapid  rate  of  change  of  personnel  is 
depressing  and  frustrating.  Forward  planning  is  impossible, 
and  many  routine  tasks  slip  behind.  As  conditions  in  the 
pharmacy  deteriorate,  staff  become  more  difficult  to  retain, 
and  so  the  vicious  circle  is  established.  It  is  thoroughly 
distasteful  to  have  to  return  again  and  again  to  the  main 
basic  cause  of  all  this,  but  it  must  be  done.  Salary  scales 
have  to  be  made  sufficiently  attractive  to  ensure  that  hos- 
pital pharmacy  has  enough  entrants  of  suitable  quality  to 
maintain  and  improve  the  service.  It  must  be  to  this  as  its 
prime  task  that  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  must  turn 
its  energies.  A  claim  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry 
officials  since  early  July  1961,  and  it  is  a  complete  travesty 
of  the  Whitley  system  that  a  ministerial  procrastination 
should  have  for  so  long  delayed  a  settlement. 

A  Meeting  at  Last 

It  appears  that  now,  at  last,  a  meeting  is  to  be  held,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  staff  side  will  press  its  claim 
strongly.  The  entirely  unsatisfactory  arrangement,  unilater- 
ally fixed  by  the  Ministry,  for  reorganising  group  responsi- 
bility, must  also  be  changed  so  as  to  remove  the  sense  of 
injustice  under  which  a  number  of  pharmacists  continue  to 
work.  They  may  be  few  in  number,  but  the  effect  on  morale 
of  a  long  continued  injustice  may  well  have  repercussions 
disproportionate  to  the  number  of  persons  directly  involved. 
The  pharmacists  in  mental  hospitals  have  for  long  pleaded 
that  theirs  is  the  forgotten  corner,  even  within  hospital  phar- 
macy. Those  with  experience  of  Whitley  Council  discussions 
know  that  that  is  far  from  being  the  case,  for  much  thought 
and  effort  have  been  devoted  to  an  examination  of  the  case 
of  the  mental  hospitals.  The  discontent  voiced  by  some  of 
them  is  again  evidence  of  a  sense  of  injustice  and  frustration, 
which  should  be  rectified  as  quickly  as  possible.  The  evi- 
dence from  several  inquiries  made  by  the  staff  side  organi- 
sations is  that  the  present  points  ratio  of  mental  hospitals 
to  general  hospitals  is  not  a  correct  measure  of  the  respon- 
sibility and  pressure  of  work  in  them.  If  that  fact  alone 
could  be  established,  and  a  satisfactory  ratio  agreed  with 
the  management  side,  the  long  and  tedious  exercises  in 
arithmetic  of  the  points  revision  committee  would  not  have 
been  in  vain. 

It  will  only  be  when  the  service  is  able  to  recruit  a  per- 
manent staff  of  reasonably  satisfied  pharmacists  who  will 
make  their  career  in  the  hospitals  that  any  forward  steps  can 
be  made  to  improve  the  service.  A  number  of  regional  hos- 
pital boards  have  carried  out  surveys  of  the  pharmaceutical 
organisation  within  their  regions  and  in  some  cases  con- 
siderable improvements  have  been  made  by  building  new  or 
modifying  old  pharmacies  or  by  re-equipping  them  to  deal 
with  modern  drugs  and  techniques.  The  Research  and  Plan- 
ning Committee  of  the  Guild  has  provided  valuable  guidance 
in  some  of  those  situations.  There  is,  however,  little  evi- 
dence of  new  radical  thinking  about  the  pharmaceutical 


services.  Such  co-ordination  as  has  been  instituted  is  at 
group  level  only,  and  even  there,  in  far  too  many  instances, 
the  H.M.C.'s  have  boggled  at  setting  up  a  really  effective 
group  service  for  fear  of  rival  claims  to  precedence  as  be- 
tween hospitals  within  the  group.  It  may  well  be  that  the 
regional  or  subregional  level  is  a  more  appropriate  one  for 
bringing  about  improvements.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
see,  for  example,  proposals  for  a  regional  or  subregional 
laboratory  for  bulk  manufactures,  which  would  incorporate 
some  analytical  control,  at  present  largely  lacking. 

Such  a  laboratory  could  be  closely  associated  with  the 
regional  organisation  for  buying  medical  supplies  as  well  as 
for  maintaining  its  own  products.  In  that  way  a  service 
could  be  provided  which  is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  small 
individual  hospital,  or  even  of  the  group  in  present  circum- 
stances. Pharmacists  have  given  considerable  assistance  to 
the  Minister  through  the  various  committees  at  both  regional 
and  national  level  and  it  may  well  be  that  thought  should 
be  given  to  the  service  at  national  level  along  the  lines 
suggested.  A  survey  of  man-power  in  pharmacy  has  been 
provided  partly  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
Ministry.  The  deployment  of  man-power  cannot  be  divorced 
from  the  considerations  outlined  above,  and  the  present  may 
therefore  be  an  appropriate  time  to  look  again  at  the  service 
as  a  whole.  1962  may  well  be  a  critical  year  in  that  sense. 

MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

REACTIONS  TO  QUININE  AND  LIGNOCAINE 

Two  reports  were  published  recently  of  sensitivity  reactions 
to  drugs  in  common  medical  use.  Calnan  and  Caron  (Brit, 
tried.  J.,  1961.  II.  1750)  report  five  patients  shown  in  patch 
tests  to  have  allergic  contact  sensitivity  to  quinine.  Further- 
more, three  had  skin  eruptions  after  systemic  administra- 
tion of  the  substance  and  one  reacted  after  drinking  a  pro- 
prietary brand  of  "bitter  lemon."  Quinine,  even  in  high 
concentration,  normally  has  no  irritant  effect  on  the  skin. 
Eruptions  ascribed  to  systemic  administration  of  it  are 
thought  to  be  allergic  in  nature  because  they  are  dissimilar 
to  the  effects  of  overdosage  (cinchonism),  and  may  in  fact 
be  provoked  by  extremely  small  doses;  they  also  occur 
only,  and  always,  on  re-exposure  to  the  drug.  "  Bitter 
lemon  "  and  "  tonic  water  "  contain  about  0-003  per  cent, 
of  quinine.  Some  scalp  lotions  may  contain  about  2  per 
cent.,  and  Rendell's  contraceptive  pessary  contains  3-5  per 
cent.  Another  report,  by  Noble  and  Pierce  (Lancet,  1961.  II. 
1436),  describes  a  rare  case  of  allergy  to  lignocaine.  The 
patient  had  experienced  gross  swelling  of  the  mouth  and 
oropharynx  a  few  hours  after  receiving  an  injection  of 
lignocaine  hydrochloride  for  local  dental  anaesthesia.  Sub- 
sequent intradermal  skin  testing  with  different  anaesthetics 
showed  the  patient  sensitive  to  all  but  nupercaine.  Control 
tests  with  some  other  constituents  of  dental  lignocaine  solu- 
tions produced  no  reaction.

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LADENBURG'S  researches  on  the  mydriatic  alkaloids 
found  echoes  in  papers  that  followed,  one  of  them 
coming  from  Mr.  E.  Merck,  Darmstadt,  by  special 
invitation  from  Mr.  Reynolds.  The  term  "  hyoscine,"  given 
by  Ladenburg  to  his  newest  alkaloid,  was  considered  to  be 
superfluous,  "  as  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  identical  with 
tropine."  Mr.  Gerrard  presented  an  improved  process  for  the 
extraction  of  atropine  and  reported  on  the  alkaloidal  value 
of  cultivated  and  wild  belladonna  plants.  He  preferred  to 
use  ammonia  rather  than  fixed  alkalis  for  the  liberation  of 
the  alkaloid,  and  found  wild  plants  to  be  richer  than  culti- 
vated varieties,  the  leaves  to  be  richer  than  the  roots.  Mr. 
Carteighe  suggested  that  it  would  be  safer  to  use  the  phrase 
"  atropine  or  total  alkaloids,"  and  reminded  members  that 
such  researches  were  incidental  to  a  busy  life,  whereas 
Professor  Ladenburg  had  devoted  himself  entirely  to  that 
one  subject.  Mr.  Gerrard  modestly  confessed  that  he  was 
utterly  unable  to  state  whether  what  was  being  dispensed 
as  atropine  was  atropine,  hyoscyamine,  duboisine  or  datu- 
rine  or  atropine  plus  something  else.  Mr.  Benger  criticised 
the  B.P.  test  for  pepsin  and  made  several  suggestions  that 
were  eventually  incorporated  in  the  1885  edition.  At  Dun- 
dee, fourteen  years  earlier,  Mr.  Groves  had  tried  to  interest 
members  in  his  "  glycelaeum  "  as  a  non-fatty  base  for  oint- 
ments. It  was  prepared  from  finely  ground  almond  cake 
and  glycerin.  He  now  preferred  to  use  bitter  almond  cake 
as  being  more  readily  available,  and  to  dilute  the  glycerin 
with  half  its  volume  of  water.  Apparently  the  idea  still  did 
not  arouse  much  interest.  Mr.  Siebold  (editor  of  the  Year- 
book) and  a  colleague,  Mr.  T.  Bradbury,  Hyde,  successfully 
disproved  a  recent  report  that  Indian  hemp  contained  nico- 
tine, and  speculated  on  the  possibility  of  another  "  alka- 
loid "  to  be  examined  more  closely  in  due  course.  They 
were  not  so  successful  in  convincing  everybody  that  they 
had,  in  fact,  isolated  a  true  alkaloid  in  their  final  residue 
of  about  2  grains.  A  favourite  tranquilliser  of  the  day  was 
hydrobromic  acid,  but  its  pharmaceutical  reputation  was 
marred  by  the  fact  that  at  least  three  different  strengths 
were  current,  and  the  dispenser  was  too  often  left  to  guess 
the  intention  of  the  prescriber.  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  was  in 
favour  of  widening  the  official  description  of  cinchona  bark 
to  include  cultivated  varieties  from  Java,  India  and  Ceylon, 
whilst  Mr.  W.  de  Neufville  maintained  that  South  American 
barks  still  possessed  distinct  advantages.  In  an  optimistic 
aside  Mr.  Holmes  suggested  that  the  adoption  of  the  metric 
system  in  pharmacy  was  merely  a  matter  of  time.  A  paper 
by  Mr.  Barnard  Proctor  on  pharmaceutical  remuneration 
could  be  credited  to  the  Conference;  it  had  been  submitted 
but  it  was  rejected  as  being  unsuitable  for  discussion.  It 
found  a  home  in  the  hospitable  columns  of  the  C.  &  D., 
and  its  general  tone  may  be  inferred  from  a  concluding  quip 
that  the  greatest  benefactor  to  pharmacy  would  be  he  who 
could  make  one  pharmacist  grow  where  two  grew  before. 

Editorial  Comment 

"Witty  but  not  very  helpful"  was  the  editorial  verdict.  The 
new  "  Bibliography  "  in  the  Year-book  included  224  items, 
from  Attfield's  "  Chemistry"  to  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  for  1881. 


In  1882  Michael  Carteighe  began  his  long  "  reign "  as 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  his  Conference 
secretarial  duties  were  taken  over  by  Mr.  Sidney  Plowman, 
F.I.C.,  of  St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  London.  The  help  of  local 
associations  had  been  enlisted  in  an  effort  to  interest  colonial 
pharmacists  by  means  of  a  wider  distribution  of  the  "  blue 
list "  of  subjects  suggested  as  suitable  for  investigation.  One 
immediate  result  of  such  a  distribution  in  Victoria  was  the 
arrival  of  applications  for  membership  from  twenty-one 
local  chemists.  Various  improvements  in  the  Year-book 
were  being  effected,  including  better  paper  and  a  wider  range 
of  abstracts,  but  the  projected  general  index  was  found  too 
costly  for  the  moment.  Operations  for  the  year  showed  a 
small  deficit,  but  Dr.  Attfield,  presiding  at  the  Southampton 
meeting  (August  22-24)  saw  no  cause  for  alarm.  Indeed,  the 
one  note  of  regret  was  the  continued  scarcity  of  applications 
for  grants  in  aid  of  research.  Welcoming  the  Conference  at 
the  Watts  Memorial  Hall,  Mr.  W.  B.  Randall  claimed  that 
Southampton  was  the  scene  of  King  Canute's  famous  "  re- 
buke to  sycophancy,"  whilst  the  building  in  which  they  were 
assembled  was  erected  on  the  site  of  the  garden  where 
Isaac  Watts  must  have  seen  his  busy  bee  improving  the 
shining  hour. 

Pharmacy's  Relation  to  the  State 

The  address  from  the  chair  was  on  the  relation  of  phar- 
macy to  the  State,  to  be  followed  a  year  later,  at  Southport, 
by  its  obverse,  the  relation  of  the  State  to  pharmacy.  To- 
gether they  provide  a  commentary  on  things  as  they  were, 
as  they  ought  to  have  been  and  as  they  might  become.  To 
Dr.  Attfield  it  spelt  pharmaceutical  degradation  to  purchase 
preparations  rather  than  to  make  them,  because  they  seemed 
to  be  cheaper  and  "  still  sadder  to  say,  perhaps  better  look- 
ing." Such  a  policy  was,  in  fact,  "  buying  pottage  with  the 
coinage  of  birthrights."  It  was  unfortunate  that  two-thirds 
of  the  pharmacists  of  the  country  stood  aloof  from  a  Society 
dedicated  to  the  advancement  of  pharmacy.  There  should 
be  no  question  of  the  thoroughness  of  pharmaceutical  edu- 
cation, based  upon  an  adequate  curriculum  diligently  fol- 
lowed for  an  approriate  period,  rather  than  a  haphazard 
pass  examination.  From  such  a  background,  and  with  a 
Society  co-extensive  with  British  pharmacy,  they  could  rea- 
sonably demand  a  Pharmacy  Act  in  which  all  drugs  would 
be  regarded  as  restricted  unless  scheduled  in  a  harmless 
category  as  suitable  for  general  sale.  That  interesting,  and 
indeed  fascinating,  reversal  of  the  existing  order  was  unfor- 
tunately overlooked  when  preparing  the  Southport  address, 
which  called  for  a  simple  extension  of  the  spirit  and  the 
letter  of  the  Act  of  1868.  "with  a  few  improvements  in 
matters  of  what  might  be  termed  pharmaceutical  police." 
Information  on  trade  conditions  had  been  sought  from  some 
300  correspondents  and,  of  the  207  who  replied,  only  thir- 
teen were  satisfied,  whilst  145  complained  "  more  or  less 
bitterly "  of  the  depreciation  of  their  businesses  and  the 
depredations  of  unqualified  competitors.  Even  in  1883,  the 
year  that  saw  the  first  edition  of  Martindale's  Extra  Phar- 
macopoeia, it  was  a  frequent  theme  that  "  pharmacy  was 
not  what  it  used  to  be."  Prescriptions  were  few  except  in

favoured  instances.  Too  many  doctors  did  their  own  dispens- 
ing, "  patent "  medicines  were  too  popular,  running  away 
with  a  million  pounds  every  year — a  gloomy  picture  to  be 
sure,  but  the  questionnaire  seemed  to  ask  for  it. 

The  Southport  address  was  discussed  in  the  Times,  and 
copies  were  circulated  to  members  of  Parliament,  but  Dr. 
Attfield  was  not  at  his  best  as  a  politician;  one  wishes  that 
he  had  adopted  a  subject  from  his  favourite  science.  His 
occasional  comments  from  the  chair  could  be  illuminating, 
as  when  he  welcomed  Mr.  Proctor's  paper  on  the  use  of 
methyl  orange.  They  would  never  get  near  to  "  the  truth 
about  acidity,  alkalinity  and  neutrality  "  by  remaining  satis- 
fied with  litmus  as  indicator.  Under  the  modest  title  of 
"  remarks  on  experiments  with  the  ointment  bases,"  Mr. 
W.  Wilmott  tried  to  bring  order  to  a  ragged  assortment, 
recently  complicated  by  the  use  of  hydrocarbons.  The 
original  boric  acid  ointment,  prescribed  by  Lister,  had  a 
base  of  white  wax,  paraffin  and  almond  oil,  with  boric  acid 
1  in  6.  It  was  a  "  beautifully  white  product,  both  smooth 
and  firm "  but  it  took  some  managing  and  did  not  keep 
in  perfect  condition  for  more  than  a  few  months.  Mr.  Mar- 
tindale  had  therefore  obtained  approval  for  his  variations 
of  vaseline  and  paraffin  wax  in  place  of  the  white  wax  and

almond  oil.  At  Southampton  ferrous  iodide  preparations  had 
been  vigorously  criticised,  and  Mr.  Fletcher  confessed  rue- 
fully that  the  Conference  was  giving  manufacturers  rather  a 
bad  time.  It  was  now  the  turn  of  sweet  nitre  and  sal  volatile, 
which  were  found  to  be  extremely  variable.  Both  meetings 
showed  abundant  signs  of  life,  and  attendance  at  Southport 
reached  the  high-water  mark  of  193.  By  way  of  light  relief 
there  was  a  visit  to  St.  Helens  in  pouring  rain,  followed  by 
a  garden  party  at  which  Charles  Halle's  choir  sang  part 
songs,  glees  and  choruses. 

"  Divorce  "  from  British  Association 

In  1884  the  British  Association  was  meeting  in  Montreal, 
and  the  Conference,  despite  its  growing  overseas  activities, 
felt  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  travel  so  far,  and  gratefully 
accepted  a  cordial  invitation  from  Hastings.  Mr.  John  Wil- 
liams had  been  elected  to  the  chair,  and  the  committee 
expresssed  the  general  regret  that  Mr.  Benger,  one  of  the 
honorary  secretaries,  and  Mr.  Ekin  (treasurer),  had  decided 
to  resign  their  offices  after  serving  for  thirteen  and  seven 
years  respectively.  Colonial  organisation  was  proceeding 
apace.  Ten  honorary  local  secretaries  had  been  appointed, 
and  3,000  circulars  setting  forth  the  objects  of  the  Confer- 
ence were  being  distributed.  The  Committee  also  felt  it 
necessary  to  pass  a  self-denying  ordinance,  which  checked 
the  generous  impulses  of  local  associations  at  Conference 
meeting-places;  henceforward  members  would  be  respon- 
sible for  their  own  entertainment.  The  financial  statement 
disclosed  the  facts  that  expenditure  was  up  by  £150  and  that 
the  sale  of  £250  Consols  had  realised  £248  15s. 

In  his  opening  address  Mr.  Williams  revived  the  useful

practice  of  reviewing  current  ideas  and  achievements.  A 
few  years  previously  he  would  have  been  mainly  concerned 
with  chemical  investigations  of  coal  tar,  its  many  technical 
and  industrial  applications,  and  the  important  scientific 
theories  involved.  More  recently  physical  experiments  on 
gases,  conducted  under  immense  pressures  and  at  very  low 
temperatures,  had  become  of  special  interest  (witness  the 
lectures  by  Dewar).  Of  more  immediate  concern  to  pharma- 
cists were  the  new  pharmacopoeias  that  had  appeared  in 
America,  France  and  Germany,  and  it  was  no  secret  that 
another  B.P.  was  due  shortly.  Of  them  all  the  American 
seemed  too  diffuse,  the  German  too  scientific,  and  the 
French  too  special.  As  for  the  new  B.P.,  time  would  show, 
but  it  surely  should  be  possible  for  pharmacy  to  be  given 
more  adequate  recognition  in  its  production.  The  idea  of  an 
international  pharmacopoeia  was  good,  provided  that  the 
responsible  committee  did  not  fall  into  the  old  error  of 
attempting  too  much  too  quickly. 

The  first  two  papers  were  by  Mr.  W.  Elborne  of  Owens 
College,  dealing  with  varieties  of  English  rhubarb  and  their 
chemical  examination.  In  the  discussion,  the  importance  of 
correct  drying  was  emphasised  and  the  chairman  referred, 
with  interesting  irrelevance,  to  a  new  process  for  drying 
gun-powder  by  means  of  anhydrous  calcium  chloride.  Mr. 
Gerrard  confirmed  his  earlier  reports  on  the  alkaloidal  con- 
tent of  belladonna  leaves  and  roots,  and  compared  plants 
grown  in  his  own  town  garden  with  wild  and  cultivated 
country  specimens.  Henbane  was  much  more  difficult,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  T.  J.  Hasselby,  describing  his  own  experi- 
ences in  a  newly  made  Yorkshire  garden.  In  an  amusing 
aside,  Dr.  Redwood  queried  the  value  of  cultivation;  his 
own  gardener  had  insisted  on  using  common  salt  as  a 
manurial  agent  on  his  asparagus  beds.  It  had  been  a  poor 
crop  before,  but  afterwards  he  got  none!  Mr.  Cooke, 
Wandsworth,  deprecated  such  an  unscientific  approach — 
evidently  failing  to  appreciate  the  strength  of  mind  of  Dr. 
Redwood's  gardener.  Mr.  Thomas  Greenish  had  been  using 
his  microscope  again  to  some  purpose  in  the  examination  of 
linseed  meals.  He  much  preferred  a  lightly  crushed  linseed, 
with  some  of  the  husk  removed  but  with  all  its  own  oil 
retained,  rather  than  a  meal  from  which  the  oil  had  been 
pressed  for  other  purposes.  Such  a  product  was  surely  un- 
worthy of  the  pharmacists  of  the  day.  The  pros  and  cons 
of  standardisation  were  discussed  from  differing  standpoints, 
but  with  similar  conclusions,  by  Messrs.  G.  F.  Schacht  and 
D.  B.  Dott.  The  former  did  not  want  pharmacy  to  .foster  a 
spurious  standardisation  in  advance  of  a  clear  demand  from 
the  doctors.  "  Why  should  they  be  so  wonderfully  anxious 
to  supply  a  blank  in  medical  science  when  they  were  not 
asked  to  do  so?  "  Mr.  Dott  could  not  understand  how  they 
could  usefully  standardise  a  galenical  by  estimating  the 
amount  of  alkaloid  it  contained,  if  the  activity  were  not  due 
to  that  alkaloid.  Dr.  Redwood  tactfully  pointed  out  some  of 
the  practical  issues  involved.  If  a  doctor  found  tincture  of 
cinchona  useful  in  his  practice,  why  should  he  be  debarred 
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from  prescribing  it  because  not  every  constituent  could  be 
standardised?  Mr.  Plowman  maintained  that  "  some  very 
distinguished  therapeutists "  considered  that  certain  drugs, 
notably  opium,  had  remedial  effects  that  could  not  be  ob- 
tained by  any  mixture  of  alkaloids.  Mr.  Martindale's  view 
was  that  they  should  exclude  bad  drugs  by  official  tests 
rather  than  standardise  official  preparations.  He  distrusted 
standardisation  in  terms  of  one  alkaloid  when  several  alka- 
loids were  present  in  the  original  drug.  Mr.  Martindale  also 
had  a  paper  on  Seidlitz  powders  and  queried,  incidentally, 
the  origin  of  the  name;  was  it  derived  from  a  spring  in 
Bohemia  or  was  it  a  corruption  of  the  name  of  a  Rochelle 
apothecary?  Dr.  Thresh  had  conducted  a  lengthy  research 
into  the  pungent  principles  of  plants,  but  a  fire  in  his  lab- 
oratory had  destroyed  a  large  quantity  "  which  had  cost 
no  end  of  trouble  to  isolate  and  purify."  The  disclosure  of 
varying  strengths  of  commercial  mercury  preparations  led 
to  brisk  exchanges  between  retail  and  manufacturing  mem- 
bers.

Principles  of  Unit  Operations 

A.  s.  foust  and  others.  Chapman  &  Hall,  37  Essex 
Street,  London,  W.C.2.    11  X  8*  in.   Pp.578.  120s. 

Chemical  processes  usually  involve  varying  sequences  of 
operations,  and  the  successful  application  of  chemical  en- 
gineering depends  upon  breaking  up  the  sequence  into  its 
units.  In  the  book  the  authors  deal  first  with  theoretical 
aspects  and  later  tackle  practical  problems.  They  begin  with 
an  analysis  of  the  physical  behaviour  of  a  system  and  the 
establishment  of  a  simplified  physical  model.  The  basic 
mathematical  relation  is  given,  using  the  model,  and  the 
resulting  general  expression  is  then  applied  to  specific 
operations.  The  book  is  the  result  of  several  years  of  teach- 
ing experience  at  Lehigh  University,  Pennsylvania,  U.S.A., 
and  is  aimed  at  junior  chemical  engineering  students. 

Organometallic  Chemistry 

H.  h.  zeis  (editor).  Chapman  &  Hall,  Ltd.  (Reinhold 
Publishing  Corporation,  New  York,  U.S.A.),  37  Essex 
Street,  London,  W.C.2.  91  x  6  in.  Pp.  xiv  +  528  + 
indices.  140s. 

Under  the  editorship  of  Dr.  Zeis,  fourteen  experts  in  their 
respective  fields  report  on  subjects  currently  under  active 
investigation.  Among  the  topics  are  organo-boranes,  organo- 
aluminium  components  and  organosilyl  derivatives.  New 
information  is  given  on  benzene  chemistry,  vinyl-metallics, 
metallocenes  and  metal  carbonyls.  The  book  is  number  147 
in  the  American  Chemical  Society's  series  of  chemical  mono- 
graphs, and  is  timely  in  view  of  the  present  renewed  interest 
in  organometallic  chemistry.  Though  not  a  comprehensive 
survey,  it  may  be  recommended  as  a  first-hand  and  up-to- 
date  account  of  contemporary  research  in  the  field. 

Gas  Chromatography  Abstracts  1960 

C.  E.  H.  KNAPMAN  (editor).  Butterworths  Publications, 
485  Bell  Yard,  London,  W.C.2.  10  X  6  in.  Pp.  xi  + 
200.  42s. 

Sponsored  by  the  gas  chromatography  discussion  group 
associated  with  the  Hydrocarbon  Research  Group  of  the 
Institute  of  Petroleum,  this  volume  follows  a  similar  pattern 
to  that  of  its  two  predecessors.  It  contains,  however,  158 
more  abstracts  than  the  previous  publication,  and  the  list 
of  journals  regularly  scanned  or  abstracted  has  been  en- 
larged and  revised.  Subjects  and  authors  are  indexed.  A 
measure  of  the  remarkable  growth  of  gas  chromatography, 
which  has  become  in  a  comparatively  short  time  one  of 
the  most  important  chemical  techniques,  is  that  the  cover- 
age of  the  book  is  being  increased  still  further  for  the  next 
edition  and  that  a  cumulative  index  to  the  abstracts  is  to  be 
issued  during  1963.

Pp.  705.  Seventh  edition.  75s. 
Although  thoroughly  revised  to  accord  with  the  United 
States  Pharmacopeia  XVI  and  [U.S.]  National  Formulary 
XI,  the  basic  principles  on  which  this  well-established  text- 
book has  been  written  are  unchanged  with  this,  the  new 
(seventh)  edition.  The  alphabetical  arrangement  of  the  com- 
pounds of  each  element,  based  on  the  periodic  table  and 
the  monograph  treatment  charactersitic  of  the  book  in  the 
past,  have  been  retained.  Despite  deletion  from  the  official 
compendia  of  certain  substances  of  dubious  therapeutic 
value,  such  as  the  hypophosphites  and  glycerophosphates, 
they  are  nevertheless  briefly  discussed.  The  authors  state 
that  "  in  the  future,  as  they  drop  more  or  less  completely 
from  common  usage,  they  will  also  be  deleted  from  con- 
sideration in  the  text." 

Chemicals  In  Food 

franklin  BICKNELL,  M.D.  Faber  &  Faber,  Ltd.,  24  Rus- 
sell Square,  London,  W.C.I.  1\  x  5  in.  Pp.  192.  12s.  6d. 
The  full  title  of  this  book  is  "  Chemicals  in  Food  and  in 
Farm  Produce :  Their  Harmful  Effects  "  which  theme  the 
author  ably  and  relentlessly  pursues  throughout  the  text. 
The  book  is  extremely  readable  and  the  case  histories  of 
toxicity  and  disease  caused  by  accidental  contamination  of 
foodstuffs  through  chemicals,  surprising.  Dr.  Bicknell  em- 
phasises, by  illustration,  what  has  occasionally  happened 
through  the  use  of  herbicides  and  pesticides  in  agriculture 
and  mentions  the  risks  involved  in  feeding  hormones  to 
cattle  and  poultry.  With  the  problem  of  increasing  world 
food  supplies  to  meet  the  rapidly  growing  population  it 
seems  difficult  to  visualise  how  that  end  may  be  achieved 
without  the  aid  of  the  modern  chemicals.  Dr.  Bicknell  does 
not  supply  the  answer  in  this  book.  The  negative  approach 
however  should  not  detract  from  the  instruction  and  enter- 
tainment the  reader  will  get  from  reading  it.  However, 
if  the  manufacturer  of  chemicals  frowns  at  Dr.  Bicknell's 
book  then  the  brewer  will  be  delighted,  for  in  discussing 
dental  decay  prevention,  he  says : 

"  With  a  pH  of  about  4 — as  has  cider — light  beer  is  not 
acid  enough  to  damage  the  teeth  and  having  none  of  the  other 
drawbacks  of  soft  drinks,  but  containing  instead  many  essen- 
tial nutrients,  is  far  healthier  than  soft  drinks  at  all  ages.  It  is 
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sad  that  a  crippling  tax  and  foolish  licensing  laws  have  enabled 
untaxed  soft  drinks  to  compete  with  light  beers." 

Textbook  of  Pharmacognosy 

G.  E.  TREASE,  B.PHARM.,  F.P.S.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.L.S.  Bailliere, 

Tindall  &  Cox,  7  Henrietta  Street,  London,  W.C.2. 

9  x  5i  in.  Pp.  818.  Eighth  edition.  45s. 
Considerable  portions  of  this  new  edition  of  Professor 
Trease's  book  have  been  rewritten  to  bring  it  up  to  date, 
particularly  in  the  chapters  dealing  with  the  London  drug 
trade  and  the  cultivation  of  medicinal  plants.  Few  authors 
of  books  on  pharmacognosy  have  hitherto  taken  sufficient 
notice  of  changed  conditions  since  the  1939-45  war.  Addi- 
tional space  has  been  given  by  the  author  to  the  constitu- 
ents of  drugs  and  to  a  number  of  newer  and  more  specia- 
lised aspects  of  pharmacognosy  such  as  chemical  "  races," 
the  biogenesis  of  actual  constituents  and  the  uses  of  radio- 
active isotopes.  The  new  material  replaces  the  appendix  of 
the  last  edition  and  space  has  been  saved  by  using  smaller 
type  for  the  descriptions  of  a  number  of  drugs  of  secon- 
dary importance  to  students.  Thus  the  new  edition  varies 
little  in  size  from  its  predecessor.  As  usual  the  book  con- 
tains an  abundance  of  illustrations  (267  in  all).  Many  of 
them  appear  for  the  first  time;  they  include  some  from 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  for  which  the  author  makes 
acknowledgement  in  his  preface. 

Modern  Pharmacology  and  Therapeutics 

ruth  d.  musser  and  J.  G.  bird.  The  Macmillan  Co., 
New  York,  U.S.A.  8i  X  5|  in.  Second  edition.  Pp. 
xiv  +  889.  49s. 

A  complete  revision  of  text  has  proved  necessary  for  this 
edition,  owing  to  the  many  new  drugs  that  have  come  into 
medical  usage  since  the  textbook  was  first  published  in 
1958.  Following  six  introductory  chapters,  which  outline 
the  basis  of  materia  medica  and  give  notes  on  drug  adminis- 
tration, metabolism  and  dosage,  the  text  turns  to  a  general 
therapeutic  review  of  anti-infective  agents;  drugs  acting  on 
the  central  nervous  system,  the  peripheral  and  autonomic 
nervous  systems;  drugs  affecting  the  cardiovascular  system, 
the  gastrointestinal  tract,  reproductive  organs  and  kidneys; 
drugs  influencing  metabolism  the  skin  and  mucous  mem- 
branes; enzymes  and  anti-allergics.  Final  notes  appear  on 
toxicology  and  immunological  agents.  Each  chapter  ends 
with  a  set  of  questions.  The  scope  of  the  book  extends  well 
into  the  pharmaceutics  field  by  inclusion  of  an  "  arithmetic 
review"  that  tests  the  reader's  ability  to  understand  funda- 
mentals of  prescription  calculations.  All  in  all,  the  outlook  is 
quite  practical. 

Organic  Chemistry  Today 

F.  w.  gibbs.  Penguin  Books,  Ltd.,  Harmondsworth, 
Middlesex.  7  x  4|  in.  Pp.  x  +  294.  7s.  6d.- 

Dr.  Gibbs  describes  his  book  as  being  designed  "  to  give 
the  general  reader  an  account  of  a  few  broad  topics,  modern 
developments  being  shown  where  possible  against  their  his- 
torical backround  "  so  as  to  cover  as  much  ground  as  pos- 
sible, and  in  the  hope  that  the  book  "  may  be  of  use  not 
only  to  general  readers  and  senior  pupils  in  schools,  but 
also  to  those  who  are  more  advanced  in  the  science  but 
whose  experience  has  been  restricted  to  a  somewhat  narrow 
compass  or  to  a  rigorous  syllabus."  The  book  should  com- 
mand a  wide  and  popular  audience.  For  "  absolute  begin- 
ners" two  introductory  chapters  explain  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  the  subject.  The  other  chapters  indicate  how 
organic  chemistry  is  applied  in  practice  in  industries  rang- 
ing from  coal,  oil  and  petroleum  to  food  chemicals,  drugs, 
synthetic  dyes  and  natural  pigments.  The  author  has  written 
a  most  readable  book  in  which  he  achieves  lucidity  without 
"  playing  down,"  and  in  which  he  has  been  able  to  incor- 
porate a  remarkable  amount  of  information.  Illustrations 
and  chemical  formulae  are  copious,  and  there  are  a  biblio- 
graphy and  an  index. 

Methods  for  the  Analysis  of  Non-soapy  Detergents  (NSD) 
Products 

G.  F.  LONGMAN  and  j.  hilton.  Society  for  Analytical 
Chemistry,  14  Belgrave  Square,  London,  S'.W.l. 
9|  X  6i  in.  Pp.  ii  +  30.  15s. 

According  to  the  authors  of  this  monograph,  the  formula- 
tion trends  in  detergent  products,  particularly  in  non-soap 
detergent  powders  (NSD),  has  remained  "reasonably 
static  "  during  the  past  two  or  three  years.  They  have  now 


found  it  possible,  therefore,  to  present  a  comprehensive 
scheme  of  examination  for  such  materials.  Developed  at 
the  Unilever  Research  Laboratory,  Port  Sunlight,  Ches,  in 
the  light  of  years  of  experience  in  the  analysis  of  detergents, 
the  scheme  covers  most  of  the  commonly  used  active  deter- 
gents employed  as  components  at  the  present  time.  In 
addition  to  at  least  one  such  component,  NSD  products 
may  contain  auxiliary  surfactants  ("  lather  improvers "), 
organic  or  inorganic  "  builders "  (such  as  fatty  alkylol- 
amides)  and  sodium  carboxymethylcellulose  (SCMC),  fluor- 
escent agents,  condensed  phosphates,  perborates  and  per- 
carbonates,  silicates  and,  so  on.  Full  information  can  only 
be  obtained  by  quantitative  analysis,  and  the  authors'  prac- 
tical scheme  provides  for  the  determination  and  identifica- 
tion of  all  organic  and  inorganic  components,  including 
"  many  whose  presence  may  be  accidental  but  unavoid- 
able." The  scheme  is  not  designed  to  include  the  examina- 
tion of  pure  soap  products  or  soap  powders.  The 
monograph  is  bound  in  a  stout  paper  cover.

Lucinda,  the  girl  who  sells  seashells  on  the  seashore,  is 
featured  in  one  of  two  new  films  on  salesmanship  produced 
for  Gillette  Safety  Razor  Co.  (a  division  of  Gillette  In- 
dustries, Ltd.),  Great  West  Road,  Isleworth,  Middelsex. 
Lucinda,  not  a  very  successful  seller  of  seashells  when  the 
film  opens,  is  coached  by  an  expert  salesman  in  the  task  of 
marketing  her  wares  and  boosting  sales.  She  learns  how  to 
arouse  interest  in  her  seashells.  She  realises  that  she  must 
know  all  about  them,  know  how  to  get  regular  supplies  and 
know  why  people  want  them.

It  tells  the  rags- 
to-riches  story  of  a  country  retailer  whose  dwindling  busi- 
ness is  saved  by  a  friend's  advice  on  which  goods  to  pro- 
mote. Gillette  products  naturally  play  a  part  in  his  success. 

The  Double  Bond 

greenpark  productions,  ltd.,  in  association  with  the

Optical  sound.  Running  time  28  minutes. 
The  film  describes,  non-technically,  the  production  and 
utilisation  of  petroleum-based  chemicals,  as  at  the  factories 
and  plants  of  the  company  and  its  associates.  A  tanker 
bringing  crude  oil  from  overseas  is  shown  tying-up  in  a 
loch  on  the  west  coast  of  Scotland.  Its  contents  (crude 
petroleum)  are  pumped  by  pipeline  to  a  refinery  at  Grange- 
mouth, where  the  material  is  submitted  to  a  process  of 
"  cracking "  (the  meaning  of  which  is  illustrated  with 
graphic  ingenuity)  so  as  to  break  up  the  hydrocarbons  into 
smaller  molecules.  The  combination  of  atoms  is  pictured  as 
taking  place  through  links  or  bonds,  two  shared  bonds 
between  two  carbon  atoms  being  the  "  double  bond  "  of 
the  title,  which  refers  especially  to  the  reactive  hydrocar- 
bons ethylene,  propylene,  butadiene  and  the  butylenes.  By 
adding  other  elements  and  compounds  (water,  chlorine  or 
benzene,  for  example)  those  compounds,  collectively  the 
olefines,  are  used  to  build  new  compounds  with  useful 
applications.  The  simple  units  (monomers)  form  long-chain 
groups  (polymers).  In  the  plant  at  Grangemouth  ethylene 
is  converted  into  polyethylene,  and  propylene  into  isopropyl 
alcohol,  first  step  towards  the  production  of  acetone.  Pro- 
pylene tetramer,  another  derivative,  is  used  for  the  pro- 
duction of  household  detergents.  Other  products  of  the 
Grangemouth  plant  are  butadiene,  used  for  making  syn- 
thetic rubbers,  phenol,  and  ethyl  alcohol.  The  film  also 
shows  the  production  at  Hull  from  synthetic  alcohols  of 
acetate  esters,  acetic  anhydride  (used  for  cellulose  acetate, 
drugs  and  pharmaceuticals),  acetone,  butanol  and  phtha- 
lates,  vinyl  acetate;  and  at  Barry,  South  Wales,  of  poly- 
vinyl chloride,  nitrile  rubber  (based  on  butadiene  and 
acrylonitrile)  and  polystyrene.  The  film  concludes  with  an 
animated  sequence  suggesting  some  of  the  possible  future 
developments  for  petroleum  chemicals.  It  is  intended  for 
audiences  interested  in  industrial  and  scientific  matters. 
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NOTES  ON  NEW  MEDICAMENTS 


ACDRILE. — Chemistry:  Methyl-alpha-amino-bcta- 
thiol  propionic  acid,  or  methyl-betamercapto- 
alanine.  This  substance  is  the  methyl  derivative 
of  cysteine,  which  is  a  biologically  active 
sulphur-containing  aminoacid.  The  sulphur, 
present  as  an  active  sulphhydryl  group,  is  taken 
up  by  damaged  tissue  and  is  concerned  with  the 
maintenance  of  the  mucosal  lining  of  the  respir- 
atory tract. 

ASILONE. — Constituents:  Polymethylsiloxane  and 
aluminium  hydroxide.  The  term  polymethyl- 
siloxane is  applied  to  a  series  of  inert  methy- 
lated silicon-oxygen  polymers.  These  polymers 
vary  in  molecular  weight  and  silicon-methyl 
ratio,  and  range  in  viscosity  from  mobile 
liquids  to  waxy  solids.  One  compound  is  widely 
used  as  dimethicone  in  skin  protective  prepara- 
tions. In  Asilone  the  protective  action  of  this 
type  of  compound  is  used  in  association  with 
an  antacid. 

EQUAGESIC.  —  Constituents:  Ethoheptazine 
citrate,  meprobamate,  aspirin  and  calcium  car- 
bonate. Ethoheptazine  has  some  chemical 
relationship  with  pethidine,  but  its  action  is 
purely  analgesic.  That  effect  is  largely  specific, 
and  aspirin  is  added  to  extend  the  analgesia 
to  other  sites.  Meprobamate  has  muscle-relax- 
ant as  well  as  tranquillising  properties,  and 
the  combination  of  drugs  is  an  attempt  to 
achieve  a  comprehensive  action  in  painful  con- 
ditions associated  with  mental  stress  and  muscle 
tension.  In  Zactirin  ethoheptazine  is  also  pre- 
sent with  aspirin.  Other  analgesic  products  of 
less  common  composition  include  Valtorin 
(chlorthenoxazin  and  phenacetin),  Doloxene 
(^-propoxyphene),  Lobak  (chlormezanone  with 
paracetamol),  Parafon  (chlorzoxazone  with  par- 
acetamol) and  Robaxisal  (methocarbamol  with 
aspirin). 

EQUIVERT.  —  Constituents:  Buclizine  hydro- 
chloride and  nicotinic  acid.  Buclizine,  also 
available  as  Vibazine,  is  one  of  the  piperazine- 
derived  antihistamines.  Patients  with  vertigo 
may  be  divided  into  (a)  those  sensitive  to 
histamine,  which  affects  the  permeability  of 
the  walls  of  the  vascular  vessels,  and  (b)  those 
with  vasospasm.  Equivert  is  formulated  to  be 
of  value  in  both  groups,  either  by  the 
antihistaminic  action  of  buclizine  or  the  vaso- 
dilator action  of  nicotinic  acid.  Other  products 
used  in  vertigo  include  Ronicol  (/3-pyridyl-car- 
binol),  Probanthine  (propantheline)  and  Dram- 
amine  (dimenhydrinate). 

GLYMAXIL. — Chemistry:  Sodium  gluconatodi- 
hydroxy-aluminate,  a  chelated  aluminium  com- 
pound which,  by  its  buffering  action  during 
neutralisation  with  gastric  juice,  maintains  the 
pH  within  physiological  limits  Cph  3-5).  The 
peptic  activity  of  the  gastric  juice,  though  re- 
duced, is  not  suppressed.  Other  buffering  pro- 
ducts, diverse  in  composition,  include  sodium 
polyhydroxyaluminium  monocarbonate  -  hexitol 
(Actal),  aluminium  glycinate  (Prodexin,  Gly- 
cinal)  and  bismuth  aluminate  (Bislumina). 
Aluminium  hydroxide  is  present  in  many  an- 
tacid preparations.  Transid  contains  polyamino- 
styrene  and  produces  a  reduction  in  gastric 
acidity  by  an  ion-exchange  process. 

HALDRATE.  —  Chemistry:  6-Alpha-fluoro-16 
alpha  methyl  prednisolone  acetate,  or  para- 
methasone  acetate.  This  compound  has  the 
general  properties  of  the  corticosteroids,  but 
has  increased  anti-inflammatory  powers  and 
reduced  electrolyte-retaining  properties.  It  is 
closely  related  to  dexamethasone,  which  is 
9-alpha-fluoro-16-alpha  methyl  prednisolone, 
and  to  the  16-beta-isomer  (Betnelan),  but  it 
is  stated  that  fluorine  substitution  in  the  6- 
position  causes  less  side  effects  such  as  cramp 
and  myopathy.  Paramethasone  is  also  available 
as  Metilar;  and  dexamethasone  is  marketed  as 
Decadron,  Deronil,  Dexacortisyl,  Dextelan, 
Millicorten  and  Oradexon. 

METILAR.  —  Chemistry:  6-Alpha-fluoro-16-alpha 
methyl-prednisolone,  or  paramethasone,  differ- 
ing from  dexamethasone  only  in  a  change  ■  in 
the  position  of  the  fluorine  substifuent  from 
the  9-  to  the  6-position.  That  change  in  posi- 
tion is  stated  to  result  in  a  reduction  of  myo- 
pathies, cramp  and  salt  retention.  Dexametha- 
sone is  available  as  Decadron,  Dexacortisyl, 
Dextelan,  Millicorten  and  Oradexon;  the  iso- 


meric 16-beta  compound,  betamethasone,  is 
marketed  as  Betnelan. 

NIROLEX.  —  Constituents:  Mepyramine,  ephe- 
drine  and  guaiphenesin.  The  last-named  com- 
pound, also  known  as  guaicol  glyceryl  ether, 
is  a  powerful  expectorant;  ephedrine  is  a 
bronchodilator  and  mepyramine  is  the  well- 
known  antihistamine.  The  product  is  designed 
to  relieve  congestion  of  the  respiratory  tract, 
promote  expectoration,  and  reduce  any  allergic 
factors.  Guaiphenesin  is  also  present  with 
chlorcyclizine  in  Distolyt,  with  methylephcdrine 
in  Pulmodrine,  and  alone  in  Respcnyl. 

RECTALAD.  —  Constituents:  Dioctyl  potassium 
sulphosuccinate,  soft  soap,  glycerin  and  water. 
The  dioctyl  compound  is  a  wetting  agent, 
facilitating  the  spread  and  penetration  of  the 
other  constituents.  The  glycerin  and  soft  soap 
are  peristaltic  stimulants.  Other  improvements 
on  the  old-type  enema  include  the  Fleet,  the 
Fletcher  and  the  Harker  disposable  enemas, 
which  contain  sodium  phosphates.  Dioctyl  sul- 
phosuccinate is  also  present  in  Dioctyl-Medo, 
and  together  with  anthraquinone-type  purga- 
tives in  Crolax  and  Emulax. 

SOLVISAT.  —  Constituents:  Hydrocortisone 
xanthogenic  acid,  ethanolamine,  neomycin  and 
bacitracin.  The  ethanolamine  salt  of  hydro- 
cortisone xanthogenic  acid  is  active  but  is 
metabolised  rapidly.  By  a  double  tube  arrange- 
ment with  Solvisat  the  ethanolamine  is  kept 
separate  from  the  steroid  until  the  product  is 
applied  to  the  skin.  The  ethanolamine  com- 
pound is  then  formed  in  situ.  The  antibiotics 
are  included  to  provide  antibacterial  cover  and 
to  deal  with  any  associated  infections.  A  num- 
ber of  other  products  containing  a  cortico- 
steroid with  antibiotics  are  also  available; 
Predsol-N  (prednisolone  disodium  phosphate 
with  neomycin),  Corticobiotic  (prednisolone 
with  soframycin  and  Neo-Cortef  (hydrocorti- 
sone with  neomycin)  are  examples. 

STROMBA.  —  Chemistry:  17-Beta-hydroxy-17 
alpha-methylandrostano(3,2c)  pyrazole.  The 
compound  is  also  known  as  stanazolol,  methyl- 
stanazol  and  androstanazol.  It  is  ielated  chemi- 
cally to  methyltestosterone,  but  the  androgenic 
potency  is  markedly  reduced.  Conversely,  the 
anabolic  effects  are  greatly  increased  and  the 
drug  is  effective  both  orally  and  when  injected. 
Other  anabolic  steroids  include  norethandro- 
lone  (Nilevar),  methandicone  (Dianabol),  oxy- 
methalone  (Adroyd,  Anapolon)  and  nandrolone 
phenyl  propionate  (Durabolin). 

SULPH-ILOSONE.  —  Constituents:  Erythromycin 
estolate  and  sulphadimidine.  Erythromycin  esto- 
late,  also  described  as  propionyl  erythromycin 
ester  lauryl  sulphate,  is  a  highly  effective  orally 
acting  derivative;  and  higher  and  more  pro- 
longed blood  levels  are  obtained  with  it  than 
with  the  base  or  other  derivatives.  The  ester 
is  not  destroyed  by  gastric  acid,  so  that  ab- 
sorption is  more  consistent.  Sulphadimidine  is 


one  of  the  most  active  and  well  tolerated  of 
the  sulphonamides,  and  combination  with  the 
antibiotic  is  of  value  in  the  treatment  of  mixed 
and  resistant  infections.  Other  products  con- 
taining a  systemically-active  antibiotic  and  a 
sulphonamide  include  V-Cil-K-Sulpha,  Sulme- 
zil,  Penidural-Sulphas.  Penitriad  and  Dista- 
quaine  V-Sulpha. 

SYNALAR. — Chemistry:  6-Alpha-9  alpha-diftuoro- 
16-alphahydroxy  prednisolone- 16- 17-acetonide. 
also  referred  to  as  fluocinolone  acetonide.  The 
compound  exhibits  the  general  properties  of 
the  topically  applied  corticosteroids,  is  rapid 
in  action  and  effective  in  low  concentrations, 
and  does  not  cause  systemic  side-effects.  An- 
other fluorine-containing  derivative,  also  used 
topically,  is  fludrocortisone  (Florinef)  or  9- 
alphafluorohydrocortisone.  A  number  of  related 
compounds  are  also  available,  but  are  intended 
for  systemic  use,  and  newer  derivatives  include 
dexamethasone  (9-alphafluoro-16  alpha-methyl- 
prednisolone),  betamethasone  (9-alphafluoro-16 
beta-methylprednisolone)  or  Betnelan,  and  para- 
methasone (6-alphafluoro-16  alpha-methylpred- 
nisolone)  or  Metilar. 

TIGLYSSIN. — Chemistry:  The  tiglic  acid  ester 
of  pseudotropine,  also  known  as  Tigloidine. 
The  compound  is  related  chemically  to  atropine, 
but  differences  in  structure  and  optical  con- 
figuration result  in  certain  changes  in  activity. 
Thus  whilst  Tigloidine  has  similar  effects  to 
atropine  on  muscle,  it  lacks  the  anticholinergic 
properties  of  the  older  drug.  It  has  therefore 
interesting  therapeutic  applications  in  the  treat- 
ment of  spasticity  and  other  muscle  disorders  of 
central  origin.  Atropine  is  frequently  of  value 
in  these  conditions  but  anticholinergic  side- 
effects  such  as  dryness  of  the  mouth  and  dis- 
turbances of  vision  limit  its  use.  Tiglodine  is 
virtually  free  from  such  side-effects,  and  in 
consequence  larger  doses  than  would  be  advis- 
able with  atropine  can  be  used  in  spastic  dis- 
orders. 

YOMESAN.  —  Chemistry:  N-(2*-Chloro-4»nitro- 
phenyl)-5-chIorosalicylamide.  The  compound  is 
a  vermifuge  with  a  selective  action  against  the 
tape-worm.  Unlike  other  anthelmintics,  which 
may  merely  expel  part  of  the  worm,  Yomesan 
damages  the  worm  tissues,  including  the  head, 
and  a  purge  may  be  necessary  if  the  worm  is 
to  be  expelled  in  a  recognisable  state.  Other 
drugs  used  against  tape-worm  infestation  in- 
clude dichlorophen  (Anthiphen),  mepacrine, 
carbon  tetrachloride,  tetrachlorethylene  and 
extract  of  male  fern. 

Correction.  — ■  Phenylethylacetylurea,  the  active 
constituent  of  Benuride,  is  not  synonymous 
with  phenacemide  (chemically,  phenylacetyl- 
urea).  Consequently  it  shows  less  toxicity  and 
is  claimed  to  avoid  the  personality  changes 
sometimes  apparent  during  phenacemide  ad- 
ministration. Phenylethylacetylurea  is  also 
available,  with  phenytoin  and  phenobarbitone, 
in  Trinuride.

CARISOPRODOL  (Soma).— Chemically:  N-iso- 
propyl  -  2  -  methyl  -  2  -  propyl  -  1,3  -  propane- 
diol dicarbamate.  A  skeletal  muscle  relaxant 
with  approximately  the  same  limited  degree 
of  therapeutic  effectiveness  as  other  mephene- 
sin-like  compounds  currently  in  use.  The 
muscle  relaxant  effect  results  from  central 
rather  than  peripheral  action,  but  the 
exact  site  of  action  is  not  yet  known. 
Carisoprodol  has  produced  equivocal  re- 
sults when  used  in  the  treatment  of  spastic 
states  such  as  hemiplegia,  spastic  paraplegia, 
dystonias,  and  torticollis.  The  drug  has  no 
significant  effect  on  involuntary  movements, 
postoperative  pain,  or  headache.  It  usually  acts 
within  30  minutes  of  administration,  for 
up  to  6  hours.  Side-effects  appear  to  occur 
relatively  infrequently.  The  most  common  re- 
action is  drowsiness.  Adult  dosage  is  350  mgm. 
four  times  a  day,  orally;  children  (over  5 
years)  250  mgm.  two  or  three  times  a  day. 
Available  as  capsules  containing  250  mgm.  and 
tablets  containing  350  mgm.  Commercial 
source:  Wallace  Laboratories,  Cranbury,  N.J. 

POISON    IVY    EXTRACT,    A. P.    (Aqua  Ivy, 


Association  Council  on  Drugs 

A. P.).  —  Chemically:  An  alum  precipitated 
pyridine  extract  from  the  leaves  of  Rhus 
radicans  (poison  ivy)  and  Rhus  toxicodendron 
(poison  oak).  It  is  proposed  for  use  as  an 
oral  prophylactic  agent  against  rhus  dermatitis. 
It  is  claimed  that  ingestion  of  poison  ivy 
extract,  alum  precipitated,  will  reduce  the  sus- 
ceptibility of  sensitive  individuals.  Results  of 
clinical  studies  on  the  prophylactic  use  of  this 
agent  and  on  patch  test  alterations  after  ad- 
ministration of  the  extract  are  conflicting.  Gas- 
trointestinal disturbances  have  been  noted  in 
some  patients  after  its  ingestion.  Joint  swelling 
and  purpura  have  been  observed,  but  there  is 
some  question  of  whether  this  preparation  is 
the  causative  agent  or  not.  The  dose  is  0-6 
mgm.  daily  for  2  weeks,  then  1*2  mgm.  daily 
for  a  further  2  weeks.  Thereafter,  a  dose  of 
1-8  mgm.  daily  is  administered  until  a  total  of 
120  mgm.  (100  tablets)  has  been  given.  It 
should  be  given  under  close  medical  super- 
vision to  children  under  6  years  of  age.  Avail- 
able as  tablets  containing  1-2  mgm.

TRADE  REPORT 

The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Variouo 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
ttock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 

London,  January  3 :  With  the  Christmas  and  New  Year  holidays  inter- 
vening since  the  issue  of  the  last  normal  Trade  Report,  there  has  been  little 
activity  in  either  the  Crude  Drug  or  Essential  Oil  markets.  The  usual 
end-of-year  stocktaking  by  many  manufacturers  has  also  been  a  restricting 
factor  to  business. 

Honey  has  been  quiet  and  prices  of 
all  but  Jamaican  and  Canadian  material 
have  eased. 

The  only  changes  among  essential 
oils  were  a  twopence-per-lb.  rise  in  For- 
mosan  Citronella  and  an  advance  in 
Palmarosa  of  one  shilling  per  lb. 

One  manufacturer  announced  a  cut 
in  the  price  of  Citrates  of  one-half- 
penny per  lb.  While  one  manufacturer 
put  up  the  price  of  the  Citric  acid 
by  £10  5s.  a  ton,  others  would  not  com- 
ment whether  they  were  going  to  follow 
the  lead.  A  number  of  Sulphonamides 
have  been  reduced.  The  new  rates  for 
Ethyl  alcohol,  Methylated  spirits, 
Acetic  acid,  etc.,  which  were  reduced 
on  January  1,  are  given  below.  The 
development  of  a  new  formulation  of 
Griseofulvin  has  enabled  manufac- 
turers to  halve  the  cost  of  treatment 
by  that  drug.  Research  has  shown  that, 
by  reducing  the  particle  size  of  the 
drug,  half  the  dose  is  as  effective  as  that 
previously  given  to  patients. 

The  surcharge  levied  by  the  Sugar 
Board  was  increased  by  9s.  4d.  per  cwt. 
on  December  30.  1961.  Half  of  the  in- 
crease is  being  reflected  in  the  ex- 
refinery  price  because  the  world  market 
price  has  fallen  in  the  past  six  months, 
increasing  the  Board's  deficit  in  having 
ended  the  Commonwealth  Sugar  agree- 
ment and  selling  at  world  prices  thus  in- 
creasing the  Board's  cost  of  financing 
British  Sugar  Corporation.  The  other 
half  of  the  increased  surcharge  is  coun- 
ter-balanced by  a  reduction  in  produc- 
tion cost. 

According  to  a  report  from  Madrid 
on  the  Spanish  Olive  oil  prospects  fol- 
lowing the  current  year's  harvest,  the 
crop  appears  likely  to  amount  to  not 
more  than  140,000  tons  against  153,000 
in  1960.  The  exportable  surplus  of  the 
Mediterranean  area,  excluding  Spain,  is 
estimated  at  1 72,000  tons  for  the  current 
year.  While  the  present  international 
quotation  was  between  £157  and  £175 
per  ton.  Spanish  oil  exports  during  1960 
averaged  £184  per  ton.  The  report  adds 
that  Spain  is  pricing  herself  out  of  the 
market  which  may  not  worry  the  pro- 
ducers unduly  since  their  home  demand 
is  booming.
